From a Paper Read To The 
Kowloon Rotary Club By: 


There is little doubt that this 
present perlod of time will go 
down in histery as the "Stecl 
Age". During this present cen- 
tury,, yet barcly half way 
through we have witnessed a 
truly amuzing array of .engincer- 
ing: achievements, Outstanding 
amongst these .are the motor-car,

Details have now been, published 
v& on revolutionary new building 
tnatcrial developed in Britain, 

Known as “Pyrac” it is made from 
lime, coment and vermiculite (a 
mica obtained in Soutth Africa) and 
hae the oumtanding asset that ic can 
be sprayed, This means, in effect, 
the ‘stare of mechanicht plastering.

The art i€ smelting Iron. Ore tn 
one of great untiquity and we 
Know that it was criginally prac- 
Used by the Egyptions: and ‘In- 
diang over 2000 years ago. The 
snethods and cauipment employed 
then were naturally, in the light 
of modern progress, extremely 
crude, and even up to less than 
200..yeara ago,.the product te- 
sulting from such crude smelting 
operations was in many ways very 
unsatisfactory | and unreliable.

Huntsman 


This, briefly, was the state of 
affoirg untit about the end of the 
18th century, and dt was due to 
tho ingenuity and preseverance of 
an obscure craftsman, that a 
vastly superlor’ material was 
eventually produced . about the 
year 1770. This genius was a 
mun named Huntsman, and his 
business Was making clocks in the 
small town of Doncaster in South 
Yorkshire. Hunteman found that 
this Wrought Iron,.which he wax 
Importing trom Sweden—at that 
Hime the best. procurable—made 
very unsatisfactory clock springs, 
because it had not sufficient 
springinesy.

It was at one Ume presumed 
that the Sheffield water possessed 
some secret’ virtues which  har- 
dened the new steel og it was 
quenched, and several: instances 
are rcorded of ‘barrels of water 
from the River Sheaf being 
shipped to America, but thin sup- 
position has long been proved a 
fallacy. This Crucible Process, 
the original method of producing 
liquid stee?, remained the only 
method for nearly 100 years, and 
from this ‘Crucible Cast Stoel 
the finest tools of every descrip-

Bessemer i 

It was left to an engineer named. 
Hepry Bessemer to. find a way 
out of this difficulty. About. the 
year 1856 Bessemer startled the 
steel world -by ‘announcing that 
he could not only convert liquid 
pig-iron into steel, but that he 
could do it without using fucl of 
any - description! This sounded 
more: impossible. ‘then than: per- 
haps It s to you now, but 
Bessemor was. right, because... he, 
had found out that when air was 
blown. through... colten ~ pigdron, 
ali the impurities were sect 
or ‘‘burnt” out, ond that sufficient 
heat .was evolved og o result of 
these reactions to keep the. re- 
sultant steel in a perfectly. fluid 
condition.

Guatemala City. Mar. 3. 

A total censorship was clamp- 
ed down on British correspon- 
dents In Guatemala today at a 
mass demonstration of 10,000 
Guatemalans; who yelled ‘and 
screamed around the British 
legation here. 

This despatch has been smug- 
gled out as the Guatemalan 
authoritles have refused all 
cable and telephone ‘facilities. 

A huge mob assembled out- 
side the Presidential Palace of 
‘Dr. Juan Jose Arevalo, and he 
and members of his Cabinet 
raluted-it from the balcony. The 
banners read: “America for the 
Americans.” “Down with Bri- 
tain.” “Belize ia ours.” 

Chanting the Guatemala Na- 
tional Anthem amid the grow- 
ing uproar, the mob marched 
tuwards the British Legation, 
where the police were lining 
the front.
